RALBOA, Spain, Jan. 12.—The 
epidemic of influenza assumed 
alarming proportions today. Kigh- 
ty-three wew cases have been re- 
ported since yesterday in Balboa 
and ninety-eight in the provinces 

The number of deaths from the 
grippe are, multiplying through- 
out Spain. Some cities closed their 
schools, children are forbidden go- 
ing to the theaters in others. Cafe; 
and theaters are being closed it 


still others. 

Doctors attribute the epidemic 
to the unusually mild spring 
weather which Spain is experi- 


encing after a record cold wave. 
Smallpox Wave 
LONDON, Jan. 12.—A wave of 
smallpox sweeping over — north 
brings fear of a seri- 
ous epidemic it was reported to- 
day. Sheffield reported* thirty-one 
new cases of smallpox since noon 
yesterday making a total of sixty- 
nine cases since “Sunday... Many 
people are hanging up onions in 
their houses as this nieasure, it 
is. beli¢ved, has the power to ward 
off disease. A large number of 
vaccinations were also reported. 
Thirteen new cases. were re- 
ported today in Marlborough,
